Ballon 
said, was the fact that the Canadian 
university presidents, who are 
holding their national conference 
next sprinc. wilt meet with thé 
athletic manascrs and two mem- 
bers of the athletic boards of each 
university, to discuss the question.

Main problem which' has been 
■tandins in the way of the athletics 
union, the S.E.C. president .tialed. 
was the fact that certain universi- 
ties in the Canadian Intcrcollefiiatc 
Athletics Union faVor an amateur 
code of sports, while others arc in- 
clined to support professionalism in 
intere'olleslate athletics. McCiU is 
one of the colleges favoring the 
former view. 

The eastern group of iiniversilies 
at the N'FCUS rcgion.-il conference, 
however, were unanimous in their 
desire to recommend consideration 
of the plan lo the national confer- 
ence. 

McGill has been a.^.visiied the ta.sk 
of prcpariPK a proper rojoliilinn for 
pre5cntalion at the annual S.I'.- 
C U.S. meet. The Athletics Board 
here was unanimous in passing 
such a resolution prior to the re- 
cent regional conference. 

National athletic competitions. 
Ballon explained, would be carried 
out in whatever sports feasible.. 
The present Intcrcollesiate leagues 
would be terained with a view to 
having competitions between the 
winnirs in these various college 
groups. 



News Editor 
Lectures in 
Daily Series 

The setup and tunctionings nf the 
news department was the topic of 
the third Daily lecture on jornali.'im 
which wa.s given by Keith Tischaw, 
News Editor of the Daily, yesterday 
in the lecture room of the Union. 
He developed on the gathering nf 
the news, duties of a reporter, and 
the news .story itself, but he men- 
tioned: ''The 6nly way you can 
really learn these things is to come 
down to the Daily office and work 
. . . then everything becomes in- 
stinctive.*' 

He explained how the different 
news stories were collected — from 
the.C.U.P., the Principal's office, 
and from the various campus club.s 
and societies. However, he urged 
that reporters should pick up their 
own leads whenever possible. 

The duties of reporters were 
stressed. He said that when inter- 
viewing, they should use a conven- 
tional tone, tactfully pumping, for 
this brings out more information 
than a business-like attack would. 
He went on to say that reporters 
should not fail to cume at one thirty 
on their day for an assignment, 
which should be covered carefully. 
The reportons, however, may even 
go beyond what is called for. 

He closed by dealing with vari- 
I1U» aspects nf the npw.s story treat- 
ing on the head, add the requisites 
for the' lead and body of the story, 
stressing that no editorial -com- 
ment was permitted 

Then At Tunis, Editor.in>Chicf of 
the Daily, outlined briefly the ap- 
proach necessary for writing a 
comprehensible story. He said that 
ill material should be collected, 
read attentively, and then the re- 
pdrler should sit down to think be- 
fore starting on the lead. The meet- 
ing' was .adjourned after several 
questions on the subject were an- 
swered. iHSHK'

U of M Hears 
Pierre Dupuy 
At IRC Meet

"Some European Problems nf 
Today" was the topic of an ad- 
dress last night by His Excellency 
Pierre Dupuy, Canadian Ambass- 
ador to lioliand, at a public meet- 
ing of the International Relations 
Club ot the University of Mont- 
real. It was the first meeting of the 
club, since It was founded at the 
close of last year. i 

The spirit ot domination through 
violence, said the Canadian. Am- 
bassador, breaks through history 
every time new inventions give 
leaders the hope of successful war 
against their neighbours. Germany 
has been intoxicated, he declared, 
but through re-education, a form 
of which must be contact between 
universities, the people of Ger- 
many can be brought to a better 
understanding of their responsibi- 
lities. 

The problents of Europe cannot 
be solved if they are looked at 
with national divisions in mind, he 
continued. The collectivity of 
Western Europe must be visualized 
as an entity. Insisting that he was 
expressing only personal opinions. 
His Excellency said that the world 
i.i moving towards fcdcr.-ition and 
that the action of the U.N. must be 
general. 

The problem of the Orient is 
very different, said the • lecturer, 
mentioning the awakening of the 
Yellow Race.t. In Indonesia, he 
pointed out, only a .*mall minority 
favor.-- violence, 'Ilic intcUcctuals 
I who have .studied in the Western 
World want to co-operate. 

Mr. Dupuy, a graduate of the U. 
of M., was in Europe throughout 
the war, his office being the only 
link between the British world and 
the continent, through Vichy 
France.

The first edition of David Cop- 
perfield by Charles Dickens is here, 
and the paper cover page of each 
issue bears the impressive title of 
The personal History, Adventures, 
Experiences, and Observations of 
David Copperfield by Blunderstone 
nookery.The advertisements inside 
advocate periwigs for men and 
pills for hilliou.«nr.>;s. .Mmi iiiclurie,i 
are pages from the diaries of men

The veteran apologist for Canada's inability 
to keep her talent witliin lier cultural bordrrs 
will of course answer that a small or poor coun- 
try like Canada cannot po«sibly liojio (n com- 
pete with the financial resources of the United 
States. 

Very well, wc accept tlie fact Hint a poverty 
stricken country which is not under mrIi moral 
pressure as was France dtirinc (lie nc.Tupatlnn, 
where moral pressure prorluccd much in the way 
of ndture in spite of poverty— that such a cniinf ry 
will not be likely to contribute much to the in- 
tcllertual development of the world. But, we 
wonder, is Canada- as poor as all (bat? I.< (his 
country really unable to supjiort a cultural life 
of its own?

Though there may be many facls and figures 
(o back up the argument of our veteran apolo- 
gist, wc believe (liaL (lie trouble lies not with a 
shortage of cash, or, in other words, the im- 
possibility of paying decent salaries to those 
who create; but rather that the altitude of most 
Canadians is definitely hostile towards intel- 
lectual work. ' 

Books, to many, are cither text bookszJor 



school-children or dime Ihrillers for streetcar 
rides. Poctr}', well, that stuff helps to make 
popular rroon-songg more croonable. Painting, 
oh, that's half undressed, unnaturally long limb- 
ed and fulUbosomcd females on calendars. And 
science . . . science produces DDT to kill bugs. 
So long as this attitude prevails there will 
never be any money for the intellectual progress 
and nrhicvomcnt that does not conform with 



these standards. 

Now, after a 
many social and 



war tlint has broken down 
economic barriers, the time 
seems ripe for a drastic change. No country can 
ever achieve adult stnlus williout a sound heri- 
tage of culture. Generations to coinc will still 
lament the 'j'outh' of (his country unless a 
change is made now. 

Once again wc turn to the Universities to 
solve our problem. Here men and women from 
all walks of life are studying to improve their 
minds in every possible way. Economic barriers 
wliich hitherto made a university education a 
luxury have been destroyed, and there is every 
hope that once the shadows of war bave been 
dispcrscfl the barriers will not rise again. 

.Surely Canada '.-i young men and women will 
now have llic vision to look history squarely 
in the face. Surely they will realize that the old 
suspicions wliieb have been thrown in the path 
of progress, and the old misrepresentations and 
misunderstandings which have disfigured that 

progress surely (bey will realize that all (liis 

will only lead (o a perpetual but Ihoroughlv 
unhealiliy yAuthfulncss and immaturity for 
Canada. 

There is a pressing and rrying need for a 
sound and far-sigliled attitude' towards liighrr 
éducation in Canada. If our young men and 
women will leave their universities upon gradu- 
ation with a newly acquired basis of knowledge 
and a high regard for its values and produels, 
then, wc arc sure, the money to 'pay' for (he 
maintenance and preservation of a culture will 
suddenly and miraculously appear, and the 
fundamental growing pains of Canada will have 
been cured forever.— -C.W. ,

Five-year Plon 

Dear Sir: 

It is a pity that the students' trip to the Com- 
munitt ruled Yugoslavia should result in unnecessary 
comments and controversy. However, some o( the 
' students' reports have turned out— perhaps uninten- 
tionally— to be nothing else but thinly veiled apolo- 
files for the blood-besmirched Tito rcRime. To quote 
a passage from an otherwise objective study of the 
economic plans of Yugoslavia: "since the national 
front is tho union of forces which arc in favor of 
the Five Year Flan, it follows that any opposition 
party would be against that plan, <or thia Is tiie 
only permissible (I) issue to Yugoslavia. For the 
government to tolerate (l> opposition would there- 
fore be equivalent to accepting defeat."— I cannot 
believe that these ideas could originate from the 
author of the article, and am therefore forced to 
assume that he obtained them unknowingly from 
some propaganda pamphlet of the Titorites. This 
however, does not mean that such illogical, unfound- 
ed, and clearly totalitarian statements should pass 
without a reply. 

One miRht be Inclined to thini« that the very 
absurdity of thcjc remarks calls for no further com- 
ment. Tlic same excuses were used by Hitler and 
Musso to stifle any opposition within their domin- 
ions. One might even be inclined to shrug them off 
with a smile, if it were, not for the victims which 



dally fall when such ideas gain the upper hand (as 

In Yugoslavia). Only la.U week the YuRoslav 
counterpart of the Bulgarian Petkov, the leader of 
the Yugoslav Peasant Party was sentenced by a Tito 
court for similar reasons. Every day results in fresh 
victims, in fresh tears. In fresh wounds. Tito's police 
state cannot be explained in the terms of the 5 year 
plan— It can only be explained In the light of a 
CoRununist master plan of world chaos. Will any* 
one attempt to prove that the recently aet up Komto- 
tem bureau in Belgrade has as its object to acquaint 
us with the fruits of Tito's 5 -Year Plan? 

We cannot and should not be blind to the fact 
that what Is going on behind the iron-curtain Is 
part of a red pattern traced out by Lenin, and re- 
affirmed by Stalin In his "Problems of Leninism"— a 
pattern which will only be completed when the last 
fortress of democracy tumbles down and turns 
into dusL With that thought in mind I am Inclined 
to take a serious view of any forms of propaganda 
which, though possibly thnuRlit to bo harmless, are 
nolhlng else but the prcp.Trntory steps on the part 
of the Communist totalitarianism, as demonstrated 
in the recent Komlntern manifesto, to undermine 
and then destroy our faith In the free and demo- 
cratic way of life.

with Dusty Vineberg 



The Saturday night film pro- 
gram at the University of Montreal 
was most satisfactory. After two 
excellent shorts, of the type which 
we continually hope Hollywood 
will get around to producing, the 
second half of the program featur- 
ed "Lc Baron Fantôme," with dia- 
logue by Jean Cocteau (The Eagle 
Hath Two Heads). 

"Le Baron", in the person of a 
black cat. haunts a perfectly good 
chateau, located in most picturesque 
country. Thereby hangs a long 

story, replete with two maidens 
and their lovers (one a "man of 
the earth", the other of the mili- 
tary), a hidden treasure, and som- 
nambulists. In a tense atmosphere, 
these unwind themselves to a 
happy conclusion, no casualties ex- 
cept the cat. 

Having forgotten much French 
since my return from French sum- 
mer school at Laval University this 
summer, I am regrettably not In 
a position to, discuss M. Cocteau's 
dialogue. One sequence, however, 
brings up an interesting point. 
Herve, the peasant lover, subse- 
quently discovered to be the son 
of the deceased baron, takes a 
Jong trek above gorges, around 
cliffs, and over lakes, while ileep- 
waHcinR, with the Rirl he later dis- 
covers he loves In his arms. And, 
(Oh Monsieur Cocteau, Monsieur 
Cocteau!),— she is awake and ap- 
pears to be enjoying herself! 

Out of context, the surreollstic 
sequence might have been accept- 
able on Its own merit, having at- 
tained the kind of beauty which 
the best fantasies sometimes 
achieve. The reason the audience 
laughed when it shouldn't have 
must have been due to what mem- 
bers oUMr. Klein's poetry courses 
have been learning is "suspension 
of disbelier,-which did not take 
effect. 

"Suspension of disbelief occurs 
when the artist, by his skill, and 
the strength of his vision, succeeds 
In carrying his audience with him 
Into the realm which his imagin- 
ation has constructed. In the se- 
quence in hand, however, the film 
failed to sway the audience. It 
became impossible to believe that 
any girl would have allowed her- 
self to be lifted out of bed and 
carried around the mountain, with- 
out waking up the somnambulist. 

One must mention in passing, for 
those who have not already visited 
there, the modern architecture 
which houses thé- University of 
Montreal. There is a most decided 
contrast betwein our own campus, 
which gives the Impression of be- 
ing traditionally ivied, and the 
clean sweep of our neighbours" 
modern buildings. Spacious and 
impressive, they are typical of the 
originality and progressive spirit of 
French Canadian culture. 



VERS LIEBER 



A few days ago a group of 22 Mc- 
Gill students who had spent over 
ten weeks In eastern Europe re- 
lumed to the discipline of a rela- 
tively sheltered academic existence. 

They had during the course of the 
trip experienced contacts with hun- 
dreds of people whose views in 
many cases were radically different 
from those which accepted the 
amenities of comfortable living In 
a land that was not in any way 
marked by the ravaRrs of nazi bes- 
tiality. They conversed with the 
survivors of Lidice, with those who 
had directly faced the impact of a 
philosophy which claimed that lib- 
eral ethics was a thing of shame 
and weakness, with those who were 
forced to hide in forests and moun- 
tains to escape from the horrors of 
concentration camps, with those 
vk-ho had suffered hunger and in- 
describable privation. 

However, the incontrovertible fact 
is this. These students have re- 
turned filled, not w\l^ a sense of 
hopeless despondency about the 
situation, rather with a strength of 
conviction and hope which no num- 
ber of academic semesters can coun- 
ter-balance. 

. These returned students have 
matured to the point where they 
are now in a position to discrimin- 
ate between the impacts of propa- 
ganda and the, veracity of a reality 
which transcends impermanence. 
Tltcy have been given to under- 
stand that a people with a strength 
of conviction can surmount diffi- 
culties which no commercial in- 
centive can dissuade. Tliey are in 
a position where they can realize 
that political adherence to a party 
does- not necessarily type the 
humanistic feelings of an individu- 
al. They have arrived at the reali- 
zation that there Is a basic dignity 
involved in labor, no matter of how 
menial a character, that above and 
beyond the distinctions of precon- 
ceptions and prejudices there lies 
a possibility that truth, objectively 
observed and stated, can penetrate 
through the mists of ignorance and 
propaganda. 

If for no other reason, it would 
be fruitful to listen 'to the varied 
and fascinating account ol life in a 
country that has done so much to 
ensure victory In the past war, and 
that is now involved In a process 
of reconstruction which no amount 
of dissuasion can limit.

STUP EJfT F ORUM 

The United Nations and Palestine . 



By RALPH 

On April 2nd, 1047, the. United 
Kingdom made known its wishes 
on Palestine by requesting a spe- 
cial session of the General Assem- 
bly to discuss and consider the fut- 
ure government of the Holy Land. 
Sir Alexander CadoR.-in, United 
Kingdom's dclcRatc to the Security 
Council, said; 'We have tried for 
years to solve this problem of Pal- 
estine. Having failed so far, wc 
now bring it to the United Nations 
in the hope that they can succeed 
where we have not." 

The Secretary-General of the 
U.N. summoned the first si)cci,il 
session at FIushlnR Meadow, New 
York, on April 28th, 1047. The Gen- 
eral As.sembly created the United 
N.-itions Special Committee on Pal- 
estine (U.N5.C.0.P.) with the foi- 
lowing powers: 

"The special .committee shall have 
the widest powers to ascertain and 
record facts, and to Investigate nil 
questions and issues relevant to the 
problem of Palestine." 

H. Q. Kstabli.ihed 

llip special committee represent- 
iiiK 11 countries, including Canada, 
was to report to the Secretary- 
General not later than September 
1. 1847, After several preliminary 
sessions in New York, the commit- 
tee proceeded to Palestine where 
they made their headquarters in 
Jerusalem. 

Kor several months, mcmber.s of 
the committtc moved with absolute 
freedom in Palestine. They visited 
co-operative farms, modern hospi- 
tals built by Hebraws but open to 
both Jew and Arab; they Inspected 
new industrial undertakings which 
made Palestine the centre of the 
war effort against Field Marshal 
Rommel; they noted that Palestine 
had the hichcst standard of livinj 
of any coinitry in the Near East. 

The Committee went to the South- 
ern part of Palestine, known as the 
Negev, and saw thousands of square 
miles of desert inhabited by a few 
wandering Arab tribes. Jewish 
leaders told the Committee that the

hundreds of thou.sands of surviving 
Jews of Europe could be settled in 
the southern part of Palestine. 

They spoke of the Jordan Valley 
Authority (JVA), comparable to the 
Tenne^cc Valley Authority (TVA) 
in the southern part of the U.S.A-; 
of how they had already planned 
the enfiiiieering blueprints ofbring- 
ins water and power to that desert 
rcRion. Tlic Committee was im- 
prc.ved by the sincerity and under- 
standing and, above all, the deep 
love that the Hebrew peopU felt 
for the Holy Land, 

On the Continent 

From Palestine, the Committee 
went .to Europe and there they 
learned a lesson of the spirit. The 
murder of the Jewish population 
by the gas chamber, the machine 
gun and the concentration camp, 
was truly a crime beyond human 
understanding. The Committee was 
to learn that despite the most ter- 
rible hardshrips known, the ro- 
malnlng Jews of Europe were de- 
termined to survive because they 
wanted to go home— home finally 
to Palestine, where they would be 
loved and welcomed and taken 
care of. Those in the Displaced 
Persons Camps told members of the 
Committee that they would never 
return to the graveyards of Europe. 

The report delivered to the iSecre- 
tary-Gcncral in the first week of 
September was distinguished by a 
high degree of falrnc-y! and objec- 
tivity. Of course it did not sati.'ïfy 
the .^rabs and the Jews entirely, 
but it does represent an honest. 
Intelligent attempt to find a solu- 
tion to one of the most difficiilt 
dilemmas of our time. 

It is to the credit of the United 
Nations Special Committee on Pales- 
tine that the problem of Palestine 
was considered on its merits, and 
not in terms of the special interests 
of one or another Great Power. 
Moreover, it is a good omen of what 
the United Nations can do towards 
peace and understanding in the 
future.

It Is deeply regre*ted by the 
D.V.A. that so many veterans are 
without, cheques at the present 
time. This refers particularly to 
those veterans who registered 
around the 15th of the month or 
who have transferred from another 
university. 

The explanation is this. D.V.A. 
have strict instructions not to Issue 
any cheques for any veteran whose 
documentation is Incomplete at 
D.V.A. Consequently, if a ledgei; 
sheet or complete file is missing 
nothing can be done liU' that ar- 
rives in Montreal. 

Further, strict instructions have 
alfo been issued from Ottawa that 
no cheques may be issued if docu- 
mentation is completed after the 
1.5th of the month. In such an event 
the cheque will be added to that 
for the subsequent month. 

All the McGill staff concerned 
with D.V.A. cheque'^ are most con- 
cerned at this delay, and the local 
D.V.A. are doing everything pos- 
sible to catch up with the arrears. 

Make sure that you have your 
documentation complete by filling 
in form 185 D at the Student Coun- 
sellor's Office today, D.V.A. rep- 
resentatives will be In attendance 
to witness your signature. This 
form Is an essential part of the 
documents of every D.V.A. veteran, 
whether married or single. 

As soon as there Is a sizable 
number of cheques at the Regis- 
trar's Office a notice will appear in 
the Daily.
